Helipad committee now has in excess of $400,000

The helipad subcommittee of 
the Rosebud Health Foundation 
now has in excess of $400,000 
pledged toward the new helipad 
at the Didsbury hospital, thanks 
to a $10,000 donation last week 
from the Didsbury District 
Health Services Auxiliary. 

The donation was made dur¬ 
ing a celebration of the auxilia¬ 
ry’s 50th anniversary last week 
at the 5-0 Club. The hope is to 
have the larger STARS helicop¬ 
ters landing at the hospital by 
sometime in the spring of 2015. 

Sharon Barefoot, a member 
of the Didsbury District Health 
Services Auxiliary, said because 
the new STARS helicopters are 


too big to land at the former 
helipad at the Didsbury hospi¬ 
tal, the auxiliary felt that con¬ 
tributing toward a new helij. td 
would be a good way to help 
the community with health-care 
needs - as the group has done 
for the past 50 years. 

“They needed almost half a 
million dollars to rebuild this 
helipad, so we’re helping out,” 
she said. 

Clem Kuelker, chair of the 
helipad subcommittee of the 
Rosebud Health Foundation, 
told the assembled group that 
the committee is well on its 
way to reaching its financial tar¬ 
get for the helipad project and 
could soon start construction 
on the project. 

“It’s easy to accept these kind 


of things, and we're getting kind 
of used to it because the com¬ 
munity has really accomplished 
the building of the helipad and 
supported us very much,” he 
told members of the health ser¬ 
vices auxiliary gathered for the 
auxiliary’s 50 anniversary cel¬ 
ebration. “As far as the contri¬ 
butions to the Rosebud Health 
Foundation and the contribu¬ 
tions especially to this helipad 
project, they have been just 
nothing short of mind-boggling." 

Kuelker said the subcommit¬ 
tee gave itself three years to 
get the approximately $500,000 
needed to build the helipad 
once the feasibility study was 
completed about a year ago 
The committee has far sur¬ 
passed that timeline, thanks in 


large part to community groups 
and local municipalities pledg¬ 
ing money for the project. 

“To raise that kind of money 
in t hat time, we didn’t think that 
was possible, but at this point, 
this cheque (from the health 
auxiliary) will bring us just over 
the $400,000 mark,” he said. 

Kuelker said since the Town 
of Didsbury has agreed to pro¬ 
vide the fill needed to level 
the ground near the helipad, 
the heliport subcommittee will 
soon be till king to engineers and 
Alberta Health Services about 
timelines. He said with snowfall 
fast approaching however, it’s 
more likely that construction 
would start in the spring of 
2015, with completion slated for 
late spring 2015.

The sale of the former 
Heritage Crossing con¬ 
dominium site to devel¬ 
opers for a first-of-its 
kind palliative care cen¬ 
tre has fallen through. 

Property owner Morris 
Monk of Ashbury Design 
said he chose to end the 
sale Oct. 17 citing inabil¬ 
ity to close the deed. 

Monk said since July, 
developers were given 
numerous time exten¬ 
sions to close the deal. 

“Enough was enough. 
1 cancelled the transac¬ 
tion," said Monk. 

Isabella Homes pro¬ 
posed building a $36-niil- 
lion 300-bed facility on 
the site on 21st Avenue 
between 20th Street and 
21st Street. 

The company made the 
announcement during an 
open house and commu¬ 
nity dinner on Sept. 22 at 
the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex. 

Monk said the deal 
hadn’t closed yet when 
the open house was held. 

Isabella Homes board 
chair Brent Hooton said 
he still hopes a deal can 
still be brokered for 
Monk’s site. 

“We’re still very hope- 
fid to get the primary site 
on track,” he said. 

If not, he said there 
is a secondary site in 
Didsbury that is under 
consideration. 

“It will go through 
come hell or high 
water. It will be built in 
Didsbury," he said. 

Neither Hooton nor 
his lawyer Christopher 
T. Tahn would comment 
on the reasons the deal 
went south. 

A development permit 
has been applied for to 
construct the palliative 
care centre at the for¬ 
mer Heritage Crossing 
site. It has not been 
approved yet, according 
to Hooton. 
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Town launches improved website, smartphone app

The Town of Didsbury 
was to launch a new 
and improved website 
on Oct. 27, as well as a 
new smartphone app that 
allows users to get up-to- 
the-minute information 
about emergencies and 
municipal news. 

The app allows town 
staff to send emergency 
alerts directly to resi¬ 
dents' cellphones. The 


app, available on Android 
and iPhone devices, 
also provides users with 
access to local notices, 
events, maps, a business 
directory and municipal 
contact information. The 
app is also integrated 
with the town's improved 
website. 

Mayor Rick Mousseau 
said that while the town 
will still keep its Facebook 
and Twitter presence, the 
app provides another way 
for residents to keep up 


to date with municipal 
events while they are on 
the go. 

“Residents are more 
(apt) to use their phones. 
Most times you see peo¬ 
ple with what they’re 
walking around in their 
hand (with). They can 
access (town notices) 
from anywhere," he said. 

Nicole Aasen, the 
town’s manager of com¬ 
munity services, said the 
town began revising its 
website to become more 


interactive in June. As 
part of the project, the 
app was also developed 
through All-Net.ca, a 
Manitoba-based company 
that assists municipali¬ 
ties with developing and 
using various types of 
software. 

Aasen said it was time 
for the town’s website to 
be updated to take advan¬ 
tage of new tec hnologies 
and become more user- 
friendly. 

“It needed a fresh look. 


It had become not that 
user-friendly. We want 
people to interact with 
the website, for it to allow 
(users) to access infor¬ 
mation and services in 
their own tune ... and so 
the new website allows 
that to happen," she said. 

Aasen said town staff 
also wanted to develop a 
mobile way for residents 
to access town informa¬ 
tion and for the emer¬ 
gency management per¬ 
sonnel to keep residents 


informed in the case of 
an emergency. The app Is 
expected to acc omplish 
both those objectives. 

“(The emergency man¬ 
agement department 
was) looking for a way to 
contact as many Didsbury 
residents in as easy and 
as quick of a time as pos¬ 
sible, if Didsbury was in 
the midst of an emergen¬ 
cy," she said. 

The app is available at 
the Apple store and on 
Google Play. 


RCMP initiative shows area drivers mostly safe

RCMP detac hments across the country took part in 
a road safety initiative over the long weekend called 
Operation Impact. 

The goal of the initiative was to emphasize road 
safety and make sure drivers were doing their part to 
maintain the safety of the country’s roads. 

Cpl. Warren Wright said the Didsbury RCMP 
Detachment’s jurisdiction - which includes Carstairs 
and Cremona - had a high-percentage compliance 
rate. 

After three checkstops, a total of 46 vehicle checks, 
and a weekend of patrolling, police only turned up 
six infractions in the jurisdiction, he said. 

There was a ticket given for speeding and another 
for the driver not having insurance. 


There was also one drug charge, two liquor tickets, 
and one vehicle equipment charge. 

“I would say that the ni£gority of people were oper¬ 
ating their motor vehicles properly," said Wright, not¬ 
ing that most were driving safely, using seatbelts and 
not driving under the influence of drugs or alcohol. 

He added the main reason for the initiative was 
simply to make people think about how they are 
using their vehicles, and to do their part in making 
the roads safer for everyone. 

“I would say largely 90 per cent of people are driv¬ 
ing safely and lawfully and that’s a good indication 
that people are doing what they’re supposed to be 
doing. And then the other 10 per cent of people in 
this case in our area needed to be issued tickets, or 
in the one case, a drug charge,” he said. 

“I think if you have 90 per cent compliance that’s 
an excellent representation of what is truly going on 


on our roads.” 

He added that police continued to go about their 
regular duties over the weekend, but that there was 
a special emphasis placed on the initiative. 

According to a Government of Canada press 
release, Operation Impact was a time to remind 
drivers and passengers across Canada to con¬ 
sciously consider safety whenever they get behind 
the wheel. 

From seatbelts to child restraints to abstaining 
from drinking before driving, the initiative was 
meant to make drivers consider the manner in which 
they are driving. 

Operation Impact was originally a one-day cam¬ 
paign aimed at increasing seatbelt use across the 
country, and it has since evolved into a four-day event 
targeting other high-risk activities like impaired driv¬ 
ing and intersection safety.

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Our family has always supported 
STARS through the calendar and lottery 
campaigns, but on April 20, 2010, the 
meaning of STARS in our life took on an 
entirely new meaning. It was early that 
morning that our daughter Gabriella 
was bom by emergency Cesarean 
section at Red Deer Regional Hospital 
and at only 29 weeks gestation. She 
was tiny at just over 3 lbs and her 
lungs had not yet fully developed. 

There was such panic and fear that 
day that I remember only parts of 
it. One of the most distinct memories 
I have of that day was how quickly 
the STARS crew was there to help. I 
remember the sense of concern in the 
ICU that changed completely when the 
flight crew arrived, bringing a sense 
of calm and purpose to the process. 

The crew had been mobilized from the 
Foothills Hospital before Gabriella was 
even bom and included an ICU nurse, 
pediatric respiratory therapist and 
paramedics; a highly skilled group that 
operated with speed and precision to 
have Gabriella's chest tube inserted 
and an IV line put into an arm that 
was no bigger than my thumb. The 
other most prominent memory I have 
is following the crew to the flight deck 
in Red Deer to watch Gabriella loaded 
into the helicopter. I will never forget 


the pilot walking over to me and putting 
his hands on my shoulders. He said, 
"Dad, we're going to have your baby 
on the ground at Foothills Hospital in 
25 minutes. You can't beat us there, 
so take your time and drive safely.'' 

Gabriella spent a total of 45 days in the 
hospital after she was bom, until she 
was strong enough to come home. My 
experience in pediatric audiology in 
the past always had me wondering if 
there would be complications later in 
life, maybe with her vision, hearing or 
development. Gabriella is now 4 years 
old, she shows no effects of her early 
arrival. She is incredibly bright, already 
learning to read and write and normally 
developing in every way. She loves the 
outdoors and has always had a sense of 
adventure, and I often wonder if it has 
something to do with her start in life, 
riding in the helicopter when she was 
only minutes old. Today when we drive 
by the hospital, she always looks for 
the red helicopter and says, "Where's 
the helicopter Daddy? I think there 
are some tiny babies in there, just like 
me.” For that, we will always be truly 
thankful and a proud

While she didn’t initially 
attend group meetings, 
Waite took the tuck cart 
around to patients at the 
hospital, offering them 
chocolate bars and other 
items and someone to visit 
with. Waite, who retired 
from nursing prior to join¬ 
ing the auxiliary, said one 
of the main benefits of the 
auxiliary is providing social 
interaction to patients. 

“When we took the tuck 
cart around, we’d stop and 
talk to them. Some of them 
didn’t have family here and 
so it was kind of lonely for 
a lot of them. I was always 
interested in the hospital 
because I was a nurse," she 
said, adding she’s made 
great friends with other 
volunteers. 

“I think all hospitals ben¬ 
efit from the volunteers. 
The staff can’t do every¬ 
thing that has to be done, 
so we kind of fill in," Waite 
said. 

Eunice Gole, who has 
volunteered with the orga¬ 
nization for 35 years, said 
she eqjoys volunteering 
and meeting people. 

Before joining the auxil¬ 
iary, Gole was a nurse for 
25 years. Gole said after 
she quit nursing she still 
wanted to help care for 
patients in some capacity. 

“1 did a lot of volunteer 
work. I helped patients 
in their homes,” she said. 
“(The auxiliary) brings the 
families closer together and 
it’s a lot of satisfy lion."

Canadian 
democracy 
unassailable 

The fatal shooting of a 
Canadian solider in the 
very shadow of the House 
of Commons on Oct. 22 
has shocked and saddened 
Canadians from coast to 
coast to coast. 

Cpl. Nathan Cirillo of 
the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders was gunned 
down as he stood honour 
guard at the National War 
Memorial just south of the 
Parliament buildings. 

As the final resting place 
of Canada’s Unknown 
Soldier, the memorial is one of the nation’s great 
monuments and places of honour, so to have 
gun violence strike at that place only adds to the 
horror of this dark chapter in Canadian history. 

After shooting the soldier, the gunman entered 
the Parliament building, where he was shot and 
killed by the parliamentary sergeant-at-arms. 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper says the shoot¬ 
ing of Cpl. Cirillo and the attack on Parliament 
will not deter the nation from fighting terrorism. 

“This will lead us to strengthen our resolve and 
redouble our efforts, and those of our national 
security agencies, to take all necessary steps to 
identify and counter threats and keep Canada 
safe here at home," said Harper. 

“Just as it will lead us to strengthen our resolve 
and redouble our efforts to work with our allies 
around the world and fight against the terrorist 
organizations who brutalize those in other coun¬ 
tries with the hope of bringing their savagery to 
our shores.” 

Closer to home, Red Deer MP Earl Dreeshen 
echoed Prime Minister Harper’s comments, say¬ 
ing the attacks in Ottawa, and the killing of 
Canadian soldier Warrant Officer Patrice Vincent 
two days earlier in Quebec, will not frighten the 
government or the nation. 

“One thing is clear, we cannot, and we will 
never be intimidated," said Dreeshen. “Such acts 
shall only serve to strengthen our resolve and 
bring us closer together as a nation. 

“So let us insure that Warrant Officer Patrice 
Vincent and Corporal Nathan Cirillo live forever 
in our hearts and minds and that their memory 
never fades. We are forever indebted to their 
heroism and service to our nation." 

Wild Rose MP Blake Richards voiced the same 
views and comments. 

These attacks on Canada are some of the most 
shocking incidents ever seen on these shores. 
At the same time, they are strikes at Canadian 
democratic institutions and a brazen attempt to 
weaken and harm all Canadians. 

West central Albertans join their fellow citi¬ 
zens from coast to coast to coast in calling on 
MPs, MLAs, councillors and other elected offi¬ 
cials to continue their good work - and by doing 
so defeat these and any future attempts to strike 
down the rule of law in this great nation.

Friend remembers former Didsbury resident 


When we die we live on in the 
memories and influence of those 
whose lives we have touched. It 
is amazing how many lives we 
touch as we go though life. If we 
were to take stock at any time we 
would lose count, and these are 
only those we are aware of.

With the passage of time (35- 
plus years) and the finite nature 
of our bodies, each of us has 
encountered ill health in various 
ways and reductions in our abili¬ 
ties, and we have made accom¬ 
modations to the reality of this. 

My understanding of Brian and 
his health in his later years is 
that he was severely limited in 
the things he could do that once 
he enjoyed, and this is so hard 
for most of us to accept and to 
handle. 

Those who knew Brain only 
during that phase of his life 
would not have had the expe¬ 
rience of him when he was a 
young man. Richard and I are 
fortunate to have known that 
“Brian energy” and been party to 
it. Brian was a robust individual 


of strong opinion and intention, 
and although on occasion we 
had differences of opinion, we 
also had lots of ei\joyed camara¬ 
derie. 

I know that my husband 
Richard and I and our children 
look back on that time of our 
lives as fun and informative. Our 
memories of Christmases with 
Maggie and Brian will always 
remain an important part of our 
established pattern of creating 
and maintaining tradition and 
meaning. Memories of staying up 
until late on Christmas Eve get¬ 
ting the last things accomplished 
- the last toy set up, the din¬ 
ing room set, the puddings and 
sauces sorted and turkey trussed. 
Memories of Richard and Brian 
trekking out to get the Charlie 
Brown tree, snow play with the 
children and one very memorable 
Christmas Eve plumbing inci¬ 
dent. All in all Brain will be well 
remembered and remembered 
well by our family.

Utility rates 
increased 
by council

Utility rates in the 
Town of Didsbury will 
be going up at the begin¬ 
ning of 2015 to account 
for amortization costs. 

Members of town 
council approved the 
increases at council’s 
meeting on Oct. 14. The 
new rates include a $1 
increase in the base 
monthly water rate to 
$12 per month, plus an 
increase of $.20 per 
cubic metre of con¬ 
sumed water to $2.20 
per cubic metre. The 
base wastewater rate 
will increase by $1 to 
$12 per cubic metre and 
the consumed rate will 
increase 30 cents to 
$1.32 per cubic metre. 
Solid waste rates will 
increase by $1.70 to 
$22.03 per month. 

Nita Bartholow, the 
town’s chief finan¬ 
cial officer, told coun¬ 
cil that in order to set 
money aside for even¬ 
tual replacement costs 
of utility infrastructure 
- or amortization - she 
thought it would be 
prudent to increase util¬ 
ity rates. She also said 
the current rates aren’t 
recovering costs, which 
is a slippery slope the 
town shouldn't be trav¬ 
elling down any longer. 

A total of $108,000 will 
be allocated to amorti¬ 
zation of the water sys¬ 
tem per year through 
utility rates. A total 
of $192,500 wall be set 
aside for amortization 
this year for the waste- 
water system while it 
will increase to $300,000 
next year once the 
expansion of the lagoon 
is completed. 

“We have to start 
doing that,” Bartholow 
said in an interview, not¬ 
ing the provincial gov¬ 
ernment started mandat¬ 
ing that municipalities 
pay for amortization. 
“It’s really hard for small 
municipalities to bring 
that in because it’s a 
million dollar hit to a 
(municipality’s) budget. 
So I’m trying to bring it 
in slowly and these two 
departments (water and 
wastewater) are where 
I’ve started. I'm going 
to bring it in, in each of 
the others but these are 
where I’m hitting it the 
hardest because they’re 
stand-alone depart¬ 
ments and it's a user-pay 
system."
